In 2016, Lackawanna
Recreation spent $5112 on these rentals. | have looked into this project and estimate that the cost for
the pavilion with cold storage would be $76,000. That price includes $5000 fee for stamped architect
drawings, $15,000 electrical, and $14,000 for the cold storage building. | think the electrical installation
could be much less expensive, along with the architect drawings as well. The building alone is $42,000
and the electrical and cold storage could be added on later or even built by City Employees.

C. Coordinating the bingo inspection process

D. Providing the City Clerk with the bingo reports in a timely manner

E. Other duties designated by the City Clerk relating to the conduct of bingo games

Each Municipal Bingo Inspector shall be appointed to serve for a term of four years. The salary
for these positions shall be established by resolution of the Council.
